Upland residents sue Mark III Homes

A frustrated group of Upland 
homeowners, whose complaints led 
to picketing a year ago, is now suing 
developer Mark III Homes and 23 
other defendants over a list of alleg- 
ed shortcomings and broken 
promises. 

The homeowners banded together 
as the Northwest Foothills Home 
Owners Association and first filed 
suit last September at county 
Superior Court in San Bernardino 
after their strained relations with 
Mark III Homes were severed. 

The suit is currently in the 
pleading stage and attorneys for 
both sides said the case could take 
Many months before the outcome is 
determined. 

Ten causes of action — including 
fraud, misrepresentation, 
negligence and breach of contract 
are listed in the homeowners’ 
amended complaint. 

Although exact dollar amounts 
are not entered in the suit for mos‘, 
damage claims, the total amount 
Sought comes to at least several 
million dollars. i 

The owners of 46 homes — most if, : 
two Upland tract areas and a few in 
Alta Loma — are so far represented” 
in the suit. hey

are near Banyan and Sapphire 
streets in the northwest part of the 
city. 

In addition to Mark III Homes, the 
defendants include four land com- 
panies that are Mark III sub- 
sidiaries, Mark III president Steve 
Sanberg, building officials of Upland 
and the county, several subcontrac- 
tors, Red Moltz and Associates, 
Hone and Associates, San Diego 
Federal Savings and Loan and the 
state of California. 

Five causes of action against the 
city of Upland and San Bernardino 
County were thrown out on 
demurrers March 27. Judge Don A. 
Turner also granted a motion allow- 
ing individual homeowners to be 
substituted, pending written con- 
sent, as the plaintiffs replacing the 
association. 

At one time, problems between 
the Upland homeowners and: Mark 
III seemed on their way toward be- 
ing solved. without litigation. 

The ‘homeowners followed up 
picketing in front of a Mark III sales 


office‘April 2, 1978, with a presenta-.

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What followed was a kind of cool- 
ing off period, during which, the suit 
contends, the homeowners agreed to 


forsake legal action and public: 


demonstrations for 60 days while 
Sanberg agreed to make all 
reasonable repairs within 90 days 
and pick up $1,800 in attorney fees 
for the homeowners. 

Records filed by Mark III with the 
city’s building cepartment show 725 
entries for repairs from April 1 to 
June 17, 1978, causing Bob Sullivan, 
Upland’s chief building official, to 
comment, “It did appear they were 
making every effort to take care of 
these things.” 

Sullivan and county building of- 
ficial Robert Mitton are suit defen- 
dants. 


Bob Burns, president of the 
homeowners’ association, said there 
was some repair activity right after 
the council meeting last year, but 
added that none of the homeowners 
were satisfied with progress when 
they met in September. 

Because of the pending litigation, 
Sanberg declined to comment on the 
suit. However, his attorney, Allan 
Wilion, said Mark ITI is ‘willing to 
fix any and all items they’re respon- 
sible for.”’ 

He referred to. the homeowners’ 
complaints in the suit.as being over 
‘maintenance items” outside Mark 
III’s responsibility. 

Burns-traced problems with the 


homes back to the time of first 
purchases in 1975. He described 
Mark III’s attitude about the com- 
plaints as an ‘almost xenophobic 
stand” and said the city and other 
public entities offered little help. 

“The system is not set up to 
benefit the individual homeowner,” 
he commented. 

The homeowners’ particular com- 
plaints include holes in the wall, 
leaking pipes, inadequately sup- 
ported wails and ceilings, warped 


carpets, improperly working 
heating and air-conditioning, crack- 
ed kitchen counter and garages built 
with inadequate materials. 

Burns singled out leaky roofs, 
built with space sheathing, as 
perhaps the homeowners’ major 
complaint. 

Although this type of roofing by 
Monray Co. of Orange has been ap- 
proved by the International 
Conference of Building Officials, 
Burns said, “They’ve been a dis-

Burns called the homes 
“imaginatively designed’’ and: said 
that despite the problems most 
homeowners want to stay. The 
homes are valued at $80,000 to $110,-

Dipping into city coffers fuller 
than. previously...expected,....the--.. 
Upland City Council allocated 
$21,574 last week to increase 
library hours and contribute to nine 
community groups during the last 
three months of this fiscal year. 

‘Following . librarian Linda Yao’s 
suggested schedule, the council 
added 12 hours a week to the 
library’s operations. 

Mrs. Yao said the added hours, 

along with upgrading the pay scale 

for three employees, will cost the 
city $11,124 extra through June 30. 
* The 54 hours a week the library will 
.now be open compares to the 64 
before cutbacks. under Proposition 
13; 

The new hours, which will go into 
effect April 16, are 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday and noon 
to 5 p.m, Friday and Saturday. 

The’ special meeting Wednesday 
night ‘was prompted by a budget 
review March 26 when the council 
learned the city was in much better 
financial shape than forecast at the 
beginning of the fiscal year last 
summer. 

In contrast to some of the sharp 
questioning at the previous meeting, 
Mayor George Gibson led off 
discussion Wednesday by 
commending the city’s department 
heads for spending less money so far 
than the budget anticipated. 

‘He called. the reduced spending 
the ‘‘true spirit of compliance with 
Proposition 13,”” but cautioned that 
the city’s future financial position is 
still “‘uncertain.”’ 

“We have to.look closely at any 
expenditures of funds the city has 
managed to save,” Gibson said. 

Revised figures showed the city 
projects an ending fund balance of 
$1,529,978 as of June 30. That figure 


is about $330,000 above the $1.2 
millicaCity Manager Lee Travers. 
has suggested carrying over into 
fiseal 1979-80. 

On March 26, the council allocated 
$15,265 to pay for electrical bills this 
fiscal year for youth sports groups 
using playing fields at eight 
locations. , 

Council members heard 
representatives of various 
community organizations describe 
how the impact of Proposition 13 on 
local governments was passed along 
to their groups in the form of lower 
contributions. They said the groups 


cut services and often struggled to . 


make ends meet. 

With a little less than one-fourth 
of the fiscal year remaining, Mayor 
Pro Tem John McCarthy suggested 
giving each group about one-third its 
original request brought before the 
council in mid - 1978. 

The council unanimously adopted 
McCarthy’s figures, which totaled 
$10,450 for nine organizations. 

The groups and amounts they 
received are: Upland Chamber of 
Commerce, $5,000; West End Boys’ 
Clubs Inc., $2,000; Suicide and Crisis 
Intervention Service, $700; West 
End Opera Association, $700. 

Reach Out West End, $600; Wayne 
Fanning Alcohol Education 
Program, $500; Chaffey 
Communities Cultural Center, $500; 
We Turn in Pushers (WeTIP), $250, 
and Town Affiliation Association, 
$200. 

In budget action last year, the 
council rejected all requests 
submitted by 11 organizations 
totaling just over $32,650, except for 
some $2,800 contributed to the 
chamber. 

The city and the chamber had an 
agreement requiring Upland to give

McCarthy suggested gi the 
chamber another $5,000 of its 
originally. requested $15,000 after 
hearing’ Eugene Bello, chamber 
president, and Tony Malone, 
executive vice president, explain 


that the chamber incurred added - 


expenses in promoting the Foothill 
Freeway vote last November and 
the Madonna of the Trail celebration 
this February, 

Bello said the chamber is running 
a deficit to $8,400, and Bello describ- 
ed the organization as ‘‘caught in a 
bind’’ on whether to cut its services 
or continue operations without the 
desired funding. 

Representatives of other groups 
echoed Malone’s description of their 


_ own financial problems. 


Madeline Majete, executive 
director of Reach Out West End, 
made an appeal to the council just 
before its vote for the full $1,800 the 
organization sought last year. 


She noted the organization has had 
to eliminate its ‘‘no heat’’ telephone 
service, two counseling posts and 
the director of the counseling 
center. Demand and need for the 
services'have continued unabated by 
funding ‘cuts, she indicated. 


Council ‘members sympathized, 
but Gibson. noted the council has 
received letters and phone calls 
from residents suggesting none of 
the additional funds be spent. 

Travers noted Police Chief Coy 
Estes has estimated some $60,000 of 
the city’s projected $442,000 cost 
underruns* may be needed to pay 
overtime costs in the next’ few 
months as vacations occur because 
of the police department’s 
manpower’ shortage.

Program aids disadvantaged youths

A Back-a-Boy fund raising program to sponsor low in- 
come and disadvantaged youths in West End Boys’ Clubs 


is underway this month. 


Although boys’ clubs receive support from the West 
End United Way, the non-sectarian organization still 
depends on financial help from individuals in the com- 


munity. 


About 504 boys between the ages of 7 and 17 belong to 
the two local clubs at 229 E. Phillips St., Ontario, and 496 
E. ‘C’ St., Upland. A third to be located in the Rancho 
Cucamonga community center is scheduled to open in 


May. 


The clubs provide a place for boys and girls to go to 
keep them out of mischief, according to Excell N. 
Hunter, vice president of the local board of directors. 

“The boys that do come in here tend not to get into 


trouble,’’ Hunter said. 


Jerome Kellman, executive director of the West End 
Boys’ Clubs, pointed out that the annual cost of providing 
services for a boy is about $95 compared to the $20,000 
annual average to keep a youth in a state correctional 


facility. 


There is a $2 charge for youths to join the area clubs, 


which are among 1,100 clubs nationwide. 


If youths do not have the $2 annual fee to join they are 
given jobs in place of the fee, Kellman said. 


The Upland club is located in the old post office, allow-

ing plenty of room for activities. Pool, ping pong, 
volleyball, floor hockey, boxing, weightlifting, indoor 
soccer are just some of the activities for kids. 

A library, which will soon have 3,000 books is also 
located at the Upland facility. The books are for 
recreational reading and to help students out with school 
subjects, Kellman said. 

A variety of activities are planned for members in 
April including a pie eating contest, water fight and tug- 


At the Ontario club, plans are underway for a 
darkroom to be used to teach members photographic 
skills, Hunter said. 

Open houses will be held at the Ontario and Upland 
clubs this month. April 18 at 6:30 p.m. is the time set for 
the open house at Ontario. The one at Upland will be the 
following day at 6:30 p.m.

Say plan unnecessary 


Upland planners rap proposal 


A proposed ordinance 
that could help limit length 
of service by city 
commissioners to eight 
years drew criticism 
Monday night from the two 
members of the Upland 
Planning Commission with 
longest tenure. 

Commission Chairman 
Frank Carpenter and Al 
Canestro told the city 
eouncil the proposal was 
unnecessary and could hurt 
the planning commission’s 
stability. 

The key feature of the 
ordinance would limit 
service on both the planning 
and architectural 
commissions to two terms 
— eight years — unless four 
of the five council members 
voted to appoint a 
commissioner to another 
term. 


City Attorney Donald 
Maroney introduced 
diseussion of the proposal 
under the agenda category 
of “city attorney items.” 


He later said two council 
members requested the 
ordinance be drafted, but 
declined to identify them. 
However, he noted similar 
proposals have been 
discussed by the council in 
the past.

The proposal drew a 
mixed reaction from the 
council Monday night and it 
will be reviewed further at 
the meeting on April 2. 


A simple majority is 
currently needed to 
reappoint members of the 
two commissions, and the 
reappointments often pass 
with little discussion. 


Maroney said _ the 
ordinance as now drafted 
would not impose a similar 
restriction for service on 
Upland’s several other 
citizen committees. 


Mayor George Gibson 
said the purpose of the 
proposed ordinance is to 
open up the commissions to 
‘“greater citizen 
participation.” 


Ironically, later in the 
meeting the council 
accepted the resignation of 
planning commissioner 
Isabelle Contreras, who is 
moving from Upland. 


He noted eight years is a 
‘‘long time’’ to serve 
‘‘without being elected.”

Upland phone complaints continue despite improvements

Despite ongoing im- 
provements budgeted at 
more than $2.6 million in 
less than a year, telephones 
are still prompting 
mouthpiece grumbling by 
Upland businessmen. 

Complaints from the 
business community spark- 
ed correspondence from the 
Upland Chamber of 
Commerce to General 
Telephone Co., and to 
members of the state 
Public Utilities Commis- 
sion. 

Eugene Bello, president 
of the chamber, indicated 
he is satisfied with efforts 
currently under way to im- 


“prove- the phone system in 


, Saying, ‘‘Let’s put 
it this way — they have 
gone all out.” 

He noted signs of im- 
provement in the phones’ 
operation at his own real es- 
“business, but added 

in the city ‘‘the 
préblems are still there — 
there’s no question about 
it.? 3 

Spot check of 15 
bupipesses of various types 
ong Foothill Boulevard and 


most businessmen echoing 
Bello’s last statement and 
many using stronger terms. 

Although slightly more 
than half the businesses 
responding pointed to some 
form of improvements, nine 
of the 15 firms were still 
critical of the phone 
system. 

Their remarks were fre- 
quently peppered with ad- 
jectives such as ‘terrible,’ 
‘rotten,’ ‘‘aggravating”’ 
ind ‘‘exasperating.’’ 

Jack King, public affairs 
idministrator for General 
‘elephone, said the phone 
‘ompany is still trying to 
‘atch up with recent growth 
n Upland and the rest of the 
Vest End. 

The population of 
customers whose calls are 
handled through the Upland 
switching office, 234 W. 
Foothill Blvd., grew 5.5 to 7 
percent annually between 
1970 and 1975, King said. 

Those figures for 1976-78 
were 8.9, 8 and 8.9 percent 
annually, he added. 

King said total calls 
originating through the 
Upland office grew an 
average of 9 percent an- 
nually from 1971 to 1976; 


By 1978, the number of 
phones operating through 
the Upland office was 23 
percent greater than in Oc- 
tober 1976, he said. Other 
figures also reflected sharp 
increases in telephone use. 

“What I’m really saying 
is that growth between 1970 
and 1976 was typical of most 
Southern California areas,’’ 
but since then growth has 
been ‘‘abnormally high,’’ 
King explained. 

“We got caught short by 
not anticipating the 
growth.” 

He added that the lag 
between ordering and in- 
stalling equipment can 
range as high as 18 to 24 
months, but pointed to the 
phone company’s expanded 
work force to help speed 
improvements. 

Problems in getting 
phone equipment are not 
limited to the local area, 
King noted. 

He said General 
Telephone hopes to catch up 
with growth in the West 
End by the end of the year. 

“That's what we're 
shooting for,’’ he 
said. 

Along with present ef- 


$4.5 million conversion of 
half the Upland office to its 
newer electronic automatic 
exchange (EAX), replacing 
electromechanical equip- 
ment.

‘<- Dispute surrounds smog plan

| The state Air Resources Board 

jstaff differs sharply with local and 

regional boards on just how strict 

ithe plan for achieving clean air in 
outhern California should be. 

The state staff wants pollution 
‘control measures stricter than those 
already endorsed by local and 
jregional officials for the four-county 
area;..including San Bernardino 
County. 

Unless the dispute is resolved 
soon, it could force at least a 
temporary cutoff of federal grants 
for highway construction, sewage 
‘treatment plants and other projects. 

It also could result in a halt to 
‘issuance of permits for large new 
‘industrial plants in Southern: 
California after July 1. But this is 
not likely to have any immediate 


impact on the region. 

The main points of the dispute 
were made clear Wednesday at a 
meeting of the San Bernardino 
Associated Governments 
(SANBAG), San Bernardino 
County’s council of local 
governments. It serves as the 
county’s transportation planning 
board. 

The SANBAG board told its staff 
to prepare testimony for its 
president, Redlands Councilman 
Chresten Knudsen, when the state 
board considers the air quality plan 
during public hearings April 25-27 in 
Los Angeles. 

The plan was endorsed by 
SANBAG in December and was 
adopted by two regional agencies — 
the South Coast Air Quality 
Management District and the 
Southern*Califofnia Association of

Federal law requires all states to 
show by July 1 how they plan to 
achieve federal air quality 
Standards by the 1980s or face 
federal sanctions. 

For the state staff to attempt a 
major rewriting of the air quality 
plan less than 30 days before the 
state board considers it is ‘‘a major 
breach of faith,” Eric Haley said. 

Haley, a former Riverside City 
Council member, is the Southern 
California Association of 
Governments’ liaison with local 
governments. Haley made his 
remarks*to the SANBAG board. W 

‘“‘We think this is pretty 
outrageous,” Haley said. 

Haley said some of the state 
staff’s proposed measures are ‘‘the 
closest I’ve heard to a no-growth 
policy on the part of the state.” 

Most SANBAG board members 
said they are prepared to defend the 
measures they endorsed as part of 
the regional plan. 

San Bernardino Mayor W.R. 
Holcomb said, however, ‘I'd like to 
hear the other side of the story.” He 
said the state board is often 
characterized as ‘‘a big ogre that 
does the governor’s dirty work.” 


Like others, the 
dealership manager said he 
eventually completes his 


calls, but called the 
repeated efforts ‘‘really 
frustrating.’’ 

Charles Merrill, consul- 


tant at Management 
Sciences Associates, said he 
knows of at least one con- 
tract his firm has lost 
because repeated efforts to 
reach the Upland office 
from Anaheim failed. 

He added that these un- 
completed calls happened 
well after the fire at the 
phone company’s switching 
office last November when 
service in Upland was 
hampered for most of a 
week. 

Merrill said his two 
letters to the state PUC 
have not relieved his con- 
cern, adding he has 
“seriously’’ thought of mov- 
ing the business out of 
Upland. 


However, other business 
representatives lent sup- 
port to Bello and King’s 
statements that phone 
operations have improved 
in the city. 


Fred Hartkopf, assistant 
manager of Alladdin’s 
florist shop, said he has 
noticed ‘‘considerable’’ im- 
provement in recent weeks, 
particularly in reaching 
long-distance numbers. 


An operator for Answer- 
ing Upland, a phone- 
answering service, reported 
relatively few problems. 


King said General 
Telephone was ‘‘quite 
aware of what the situation 
was” before hearing from 
the chamber and that im- 
provements had already 
been scheduled.

In an effort to cut health care 
costs by matching needs with 
available resources, the Inland 
Counties Health Systems Agency 
May recommend discontinuance of 
Some services at West End 
hospitals. 

The agency has also deemed three 
West End cities as “medically 
underserved areas” in terms of 
primary-care physicians. 

Eric Beacham, director of plan 
development for the agency, an arm 
of the state’s Health Facilities 
Commission, said the 
recommendations are in keeping 
with federal guidelines which were 
released last year. 

“They are most important and 
will have a great impact on the area 
in the coming years,’’ he said. 

Some of the recommendations 
are: 

—Discontinuance of cardiac 
catherization service at Doctors’ 
Hospital of Montclair. 

—No certification of additional 
beds at any hospital except one. 

—Expansion of the burn center at 
San Bernardino County Medical 
Center 

—Elimination of some emergency 
rooms serving the county, including 
two of the present four serving the 
West End. 

—Regionalization of obstetrics 
and pediatric units, with possible 
closure of some units at West End 
hospitals. 

Beachum said by the time formal 
hearings are held in late April, 
involving hospital and medical 
Officials and citizens, ‘‘we 
anticipate some angry people.” 

Several task forces of citizens, 
members, and officials of the 
medical profession have worked 
within the agency since 1976 
devising plans to provide what they 
believe is the best and most cost 
efficient health care service for 
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‘ To reduce health care costs °:

ospital services face cuts 


their communities. 

The agency is one of 14 in 
California, established among 205 
throughout the nation under the 
National Health Planning and 
Resources Development Act of 1974. 

The agency is funded both by 
federal and state governments. 

It’s recommendations carry 
weight with the state, particularly 
agencies concerned with licensing 
and certification. 

Explaining recommendations 
made by the agency, Beachum said 
federal and state guidelines were 
taken into consideration. 

Concerning possible 
discontinuance of cardiac 


- catherization at Doctors’ Hospital of 


‘Center and St. 


Montclair, Beachum said the 
guidelines advise that it be 
performed only at institutions which 
conduct open heart surgery. 

Loma. Linda University Medical 
Bernardine’s 
Hospital are the only hospitals in the 
county offering open heart surgery. 

Beachum described heart 
catherization as. a ‘‘very specialized 
service’’ often leading to open heart 
surgery. 

Also, national. guidelines indicate 
a minimum. of 300 catherizations 
should be performed annually at a 
hospital within three years after the 
program is initiated, again 
disqualifying the Montclair hospital. 

THe agency also projects a surplus 
of 123 hospital beds in the West End 
by 1985. 

State agencies indicate there are 
presently 25,000 excess hospital beds 
in California costing nearly $1 
billion ‘a year to maintain. . 

Beachum said actual savings are 
hard to calculate since much 
depends on whether the empty, 
certified bed is staffed or not. 

With this in mind, an empty bed 
can cost up to $50,000 per year to 
maintain. fj 

There are no existing laws for de- 
licensing a bed unless it fails to 


meet state licensing requirements. 

About the only growth area being 
recommended by the agency is 
additional beds at the San 
Bernardino County Medical 
Centerburn ward: 

Cuts in emergency rooms are 
being recommended throughout the 
county. 


Four hospitals in the West End 
presently provide basic emergency 
room. service, consisting of a 
physician on duty at all times. The 
recommendation is to cut two of 


’ these. 


Another type of emergency room 
service provides for a stand-by 
physician on call at all times and yet 
another, comprehensive emergency 
service, is provided only at Loma 
Linda University Medical Center. 


‘*‘We have also called for 
regionalization of obstetrics and 
pediatric units,’’ Beachum said. 


National guidelines indicate there 
should be 1,500 births annually in a 
particular unit to make it cost 
effective. 


San Antonio Community Hospital 
was the only West End facility 
coming close to that figure last year 
with approximately 1,400 births. 


With that in mind the agency is 
recommending that plans be made 
to provide maternity care at just 
one hospital in the West End — or 
possibly two. 


However, Beachum said 
accessibility factors must also be 
considered when determining which 
hospitals should offer delivery 
services. 


Beachum also said an

Chaffey professor helped write, 


produce ‘Oceanus’ documentary 


When you watch ‘“‘Oceanus”’ in the 
spring of 1980 on your local 
educational television station, 
remember that much of the script 
writing and production of that show 
was done in 1979 by its associate 
producer, Tom Maher, who is also 
an associate professor and head of 
the Radio and Television Depart- 
ment at Chaffey College. 

Maher has received a leave of 
absence to film the 30-part 
documentary series which will offer 
entertaining information about the 
nature of the ocean, including 
shorelines, marine life, wave forma- 
tion and pollution. 

“This kind of opportunity doesn’t 
happen very often,”’ Maher said, ex- 
plaining that he will be able to up- 
date his skills in current T.V. 
production techniques and to expand 
the potential contacts through which 


his Chaffey College students can 
find employment. 

“I want to give our students the 
edge on the general competition in a 
nice, fun, useful career,’’ he added, 
explaining that the televised produc- 
tion program at Chaffey College is 
unique. 


“At most community and four- 
year colleges they offer a program 
designed for commercial broad- 
casting. There are almost no jobs 
and lots of competition in commer- 
cial broadcasting. However, there is 
great growth in the educational and 
industrial television’ scene.” 


Maher expects that his experience 
as associate producer of ‘‘Océanus’’ 
will enable him to observe this 
growing industry first-hand.

Housing tract threatens | 
Mentone dam proposal — 


Housing developments in eastern 
San Bernardino County near 
Mentone could scuttle a planned 
$450 million dam intended to protect 
Orange -County residents from a 
major flood hazard, the California 
Water Commission was told Friday 
in Santa Ana. 

Housing tracts are threatening the 
once-rural site of the Mentone Dam 
and reservoir, according to Col. 
Gwynn A. Teague, Los Angeles 
district engineer for the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. i 
_ The Mentone Dam is a key part of 
a $1 billion Santa Ana River flood 
control project which would cross 
San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Orange counties. 

If a standard project flood, which 
is expected to occur every 200 years, 
‘hould occur before completion of 
the project, 10 Orange County cities 
could suffer as much as $4.5 billion 
in damages, the Corps of Engineers 
has warned. There could also be a 
number of deaths caused.

Besides constructing a dam at 
Mentone at the headwaters of the 
Santa Ana River, the project would 
include raising the height of the 
Prado Dam, south of Chino. 


Raising the height of the Prado ° 


Dam would displace an estimated 
140 homes and several dairies. 


An earlier alternative to the $1 


billion plan was to delete the 


Mentone Dam and increase the 
Prado Dam height even more, 
displacing an estimated 700 homes 
and 60 dairies: 

Members of the California Water 
Commission were upset that San 
Bernardino County was allowing 
development in, the area of the 
Mentone project area. Housing 
tracts are now within a mile,and a 
half of the site. 

Authorization for: construction is 
still several years, away. If 
approved, the three counties could 
be asked to join in paying for part of 
the federal flood control plan.

San Antonio Community Hospital is among a 
nationwide network of hospitals belonging to a tumor 
registry which gathers information concerning cancer 
patients. 

That information, serving the local hospital, plus other 
agencies, ultimately ends up with the American Cancer 
Society as part of its nationwide statistics on cancer. 

Utilizing such an organization, causes of cancer have 
been pinpointed throughout the years to particular areas 

. or substances. 

» Statistics compiled through tumor tegistries at par- 

. ticipating hospitals ultimately are fed into information 
banks of the American College of Surgeons, which 
supplies the Cancer Society with the data. 

Links such as asbestos cancer, workers painting 
phosphorus on watches who developed lip cancer and the 
link between cancer and smoking have all come from 
statistics gathered first by community hospitals. 

From this information—the compilation of the history 
of a patient—the cause of the cancer can be more easily 
pinpointed, according to Dr. Vaughan Ewart, pathologist 
at San Antonio Community Hospital.

Along with compiling a comprehensive history on 
every cancer patient treated at the hospital, agencies 
such as the Department of Health may request other in- 
formation, such as that concerning diets of cancer 
patients, how many of the patients smoked or what type 
of work they did. 

Doctors from Loma Linda University Medical Center 
Studying the effects of diet and cancer recently re- 
quested information on patients treated at San Antonio 
Community Hospital 

Once patients become part of the cancer registry, they 
are tracked for the duration of their lives, even if the 
patients change doctors or utilize another hospital. 


The cancer registry is also responsible for reminding 
physicians and patients of annual checkups. 

The program also enables San Antonio hospital 
physicians to compare their own statistics with those 
prepared by the American College of Surgeons concer- 
ning national trends. 

In association with the cancer registry, the hospital 
also has a tumor board which enables physicians to get 
opinions concerning their patients from a complete staff 
of medically-trained personnel. 

Ewart explained the board and its involvement with a 
patient usually begins with a statement such as, ‘‘Doc- 
tor, I have a lump.”’ 





Through the cancer committee (which oversees the 
cancer board and registry) the initial physician can get 
opinions and help from internists, gynecologists, 
pediatricians, diagnostic and therapeutic radiologists, 
pathologists and family-practice physicians. Hel 

From the beginning of initial lab tests, the patient is 
charted on the tumor registry. Ne se 

One object of the program is to see if hospital statistics 
agree or correspond with those published by major 
medical centers throughout the country. 

‘It’s a comparison between peers,’’ Ewart said. 

San Antonio Community Hospital is responsible for 
treating about 200 cancer patients per year. 

The American College of Surgeons initiated the 
program in 1933 in an effort to improve the care of 
cancer patients. 

In the early 1900s few cancer patients survived. By 
1930, less than one in five were alive five years after 
treatment and, by 1950, the figure was one in four. 


Today, the ratio is one in three. 


The gain from one in four to one in three represents 
about 58.000 more people saved each year.

The Chaffey College board of trustees this morning 
approved the concept of combining two off-campus 
vocational education centers in a new, built-to-order 
facility. 

At the special session, the board directed the college 
staff to draft a lease agreement which will be considered 
at the next board meeting later this month. 

The proposed 41,500 square foot facility will be built 
near the intersection of the yet to be completed streets, 
Helms and Feron in Rancho Cucamonga. 

The approximately 1,000 students attending the 
Ontario-Montclair Center, on Howard Street in 
Montclair, and the Chaffey Skill Center, at the Ontario 
International Airport, should be using the two new 
buildings by next September, according to Ontario’s GSR 
Development Co., the developers. 

Because the current buildings do not meet the college’s 
needs and may eventually have to be vacated by the 
college, the school began looking for a new site nearly a 
year ago, according to Chaffey President James 
Catanzaro. 
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Catanzaro said the facilities which he thinks are 
inadequate could “suppress’’ the centers’ enrollments. A 
search for an existing building was unsucessful. 

“(We were unable to find a currently constructed site to 
meet our specifications,’ he told the board. 


The president told the board the néw facility, to be 
leased at three-year intervals, would cost the district 
only $40,000 more than it is currently paying in rent for 
the two centers. 

The rent for the off-campus centers is $69,000 annually 
and the new center will cost the district $129,000 a year 
for the first three years. Although no contract has been 
signed, the developers indicated the first three years 
would be at 26 cents a square foot. 


Catanzaro explained, after the meeting, the additonal 


$20,000 cost would be regained from student parking fees 


at the new facility and from a bookstore-cafeteria 
operation. 

The developers also indicated they would be willing to 
guarantee the college 10 three-year options on the new 
building. 

One college employee, Miguel Nicasio, questioned the 
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wisdom of the new center’s location because he feared it 
was close enough to the barrio to endanger the safety of 
students. 


Barbara Mitchell, the director of the two centers, said 
it was no problem because the rival gang members seem 
to have a truce while attending classes. 


Catanzaro said the new facility would be near the 
Rancho Cucamonga sheriff’s substation which would 
provide adequate security. 


James Frost, a college employee and also the mayor of 
Rancho Cucamonga, noted that the substation would 
eventually be moved. 

Catanzaro questioned a representative of the campus 
security force and was told the college would provide its 
own security. 

Earlier, Catanzaro indicated the district would seek 
special legislation to exempt the college facility from the 
Field Act because meeting the earthquake standards 
would make the cost prohibitive. 

However, he said, “We found out through our legal - 
counsel that won’t be necessary.’’ The Education Code 
exempts industrial vocational facilities, he explained.

‘It was a 
marvelous experience,’’ Mrs. Ser- 
dan said. 

The organists enter into 
competitions, and Gayle Serdan, 
Linda Bastian and Celeste Exline 
progressed to the regional division 
in Sacramento. ‘“‘The competition 
there is tremendous,’ Mrs. Ward 
said, ‘‘and our YOA members are 
still young.”’

four years, and have helped 
backstage. The decision to perform, 
they agreed, took courage. 

For more than six months, the 
Stranes worked on their rod and 
mask puppets after selecting the 
“Legend of Quetzalcoatl” for the 
script. 

The Aztec legend of creation was 
selected after Mr. and Mrs. Strane 
visited the Mexico City Museum of 
Anthropology. 

“It’s the most gorgeous museum 
in the world,” Mrs. Strane said, 
“and the sound of the conch shell 
haunted us — the sound goes all 
through the museum.” 

By using the Aztec legend, the 
couple could also put the 
performance on for Cinco de Mayo 
Week at Chaffey College, where 
Mrs. Strane teaches puppetry and 
her husband is with the theater arts 
department. 

As the months passed, the Stranes

Italy has scores of:special 
Easter dishes, many of 
them sweets that one 
Roman-born author calls 
“‘hakers’ food.”’ 

Few homemakers whip 
up their own, says Nika 
Hazelton of New York City, 
because a shortage of fuel 
has existed in Italy since 
early Roman times. 

So baked desserts, like 


bread, are mostly bought . 


from professional bakers, 
even in villages. 


For today’s lighter 
appetites, Mrs. Hazelton 
makes a version she calls 
Potherb Pie, and includes 
non-traditional dandelion 
greens. The following 
recipe from her 1976 
cookbook, ‘‘The Unabridged 
Vegetable Cookbook’’ 
(Evans $14.95), uses bread 
crumbs instead of dough to 
line the pan: 


2 pounds each of swiss 
chard and_ spinach, 
trimmed 

1 pound dandelion greens, 
trimmed 

4 tablespoons butter 

3 tablespoons bacon fat 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

Ye cup pignoli (pine) nuts 

3 eggs, lightly beaten 

1 cup light cream or milk 

1 cup grated parmesan 
cheese 

% teaspoon ground 
nutmeg 
Salt 
Freshly ground pepper 
One-third cup dried 
currants or seedless 
raisins, plumped in warm 
water and drained 

Butter 

Fine, dry bread crumbs 


Wash greens in at least 
three changes of cold 


. water, or until no sand or 


dirt remains in the water. 
Drain but do not shake dry. 
Cook greens in a large 
covered kettle with water 
that clings to them: 8-10 
minutes, or until tender. 
Drain in colander set over a 
bowl to catch the liquid to 
use for soups, stews or 


fat. Add garlic and pignoli - 


and cook over medium heat, 
Stirring constantly, until 
nuts are golden. Add greens 
and cook, stirring 
constantly, 7-10 minutes, or 
until greens are thoroughly 
coated with fat. Return 
greens to the bowl. In 
another bowl, beat together 
the eggs, cream or milk, 
two-thirds cup of the cheese 
and the nutmeg. Taste (the 
cheese is salty) and season 
with salt and pepper. Stir in 
currants or raisins. Pour 
this mixture over greens 
and mix well. Butter a 10- 
inch shallow baking dish or 
pie plate and coat it with 
the crumbs. Turn vegetable 
filling into the dish, smooth 
the top, sprinkle with 
remaining cheese and dot 
with remaining 2 
tablespoons of butter. Bake 
10 minutes in preheated 350 
degree F oven, then turn 
heat to 325 and bake 20-30 
minutes more, or until set 
and browned. Serve in 
wedges, warm or cold but 
not chilled. Makes 6 (main 
dish) servings. 

The recipe for Ciambella 
di Pasqua from Mrs. 
Hazelton’s 1978 cookbook, 
“The Regional Italian 
Kitchen” (Evans $14.95), 
makes a hit with children: 


4 cups flour’ 

4 teaspoons baking 
powder’ 

% cup sugar 

2 whole raw eggs 

Ye cup (4 pound) lard, cut 
into small pieces 


1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


1 cup milk,

Sift together the flour, 
baking powder and sugar 
into a bowl. Make a well in 
the middle. Put the raw 
eggs, lard and vanilla in the 
well, and stir together with 
a fork. Add just. enough 
milk, a little at a time, to 
make a dough that is soft 
but not runny. Let it rest at

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Specialist gives first aid tips for wood furniture

It’s your favorite table, one you saved a long time in 
order to buy, and now some careless person has left a 

mark from a beverage glass. 

Sound familiar? Maybe your treasured belonging has 
been scarred by burns or scratches and nothing you try 
seems to remedy.the situation. 

Don’t fret. Chances are you can make the repair 
yourself and save on a costly refinishing job, says 
Ginger Johnson, a consumer information specialist for 
Johnson Wax. 

She offered first aid repair tips for wood furniture 
during a recent visit to The Daily Report. Ms. Johnson 
had one word of caution: patience. 

“These tips can save a lot of work, but they do require 
patience,”’ she said. 


“Aicohol rings and spots, whether made from 
perfumes, medicines or beverages, can quickly damage 
pies furniture because alcohol ‘tends to dissolve the 
inis| 

“Always wipe up spills as quickly as possible,” she 
advised. ‘“‘However, if damage does occur, it is often 
Possible to make repairs.”’ 

One method she suggested is to dip your finger in paste 
wax, linseed oil, silver polish or even moistened cigar 
ash and rub over the damaged area. Wipe away the 
residue and then réwax. 

“For alcohol spots where treatment has been delayed, 
the rottenstone and oil method is your best bet,” added 
Ginger. 

She suggested buying an ounce of rottenstone in a paint 
or hardware store and putting it in an old salt shaker for 
easy handling. Put a few drops of salad oil on the

damaged area and shake on enough rottenstone to make 
a paste. Using a clean, soft cloth, rub briskly with the 
grain of the wood. Wipe frequently to compare and 
match the degree of gloss with that of the undamaged 
area. 

This consumer specialist offers several simple 
remedies to restore the appearance of wood 
damaged by water. If not wiped up immediately from a 
wood surface, water will, in time, penetrate a protective 
wax Coating and create unattractive spots. 

Here are Ms. Johnson’s suggested remedies. 

— Apply a little paste wax with fine grade (No. 000) 
steel wool to the damaged area, working with the grain 
of the wood; then polish. 

— The rottenstone and oil method previously described 
as a remedy for alcohol spots also is effective. 

— “Still another technique,’’ she added, ‘‘is to place a 
clean, thick blotter over the spot and press with a warm 
(not hot) iron until the marks disappear.” 

Superficial scratches, Miss Johnson suggested, often 
can be camouflaged with a simple application of 
furniture wax. For deeper scratches, try applying paste 
wax with a fine grade (No. 000) steel wool, rubbing 
gently with the grain of the wood; then polish. 

“If the scratch still shows,’’ Ms. Johnson offered the 
following tips on applying coloring agents: 

First, remove the wax so the coloring agent can be 
absorbed by the finish or the wood. This is done by 
rubbing the area with a naphtha-saturated cloth and then 
wiping dry with a clean cloth. Repeat this operation 
several times to assure all wax has been removed. 

Next, depending on the color of the wood, select a 
staining agent for the scratched area. A coloring crayon, 
paste shoe polish or a wax stick (available in a variety of 
colors at paint and hardware stores) are effective.
